No pains should be epared to de 
everything possible to facilitate Col. 
Dent in his purchasing operations. 
The best class of horses possible 
should be rounded up and prepared as 
far as possible for handling and = in- 
spection. 

We would suggest that the Horse 
Breeders’ association and the West- 
ern Stock Growers’ association col- 
laborate and form a committee to 
find out just what horses are available 
in Alberta and there they can most 
readily be seen. This committee 
would be able to take Colonel Dent tn 
band on bis arrival here and both 
assist him and do a great deal for the 
horsemen of the country. Both these 
associations will meet here during 
the next day or so and we would 
commend this suggestion to the 
eonsideration of the members. 

It must be borne in mind among 
our ranchers that no selfish consider- 
ations must obtain and that any at- 
tempt to trade upon the necessity of 
the British government in this In- 
stance cannot fall to close an avenue 
of iegitimate profit that at present ap-

CATTLE TESTS

The excuse of the 
American authorities for incluring 
Canada in this change was the above 
order that certificates had been ta- 
sued which were misleading. As this 
new condition of affairs ls necesaar- 
ily somewhat of a burden upon the 
live stock exporters and a hindrance 
to the trade, the minister has er- 
ranged that the inspection should be 
done at governmeut expense.
